_ BOYNE CITY - The Boyne Valley 
Railroad has been saved from the scrap 
heap, and the . prospective buyers 
reportedly hope to buy a steam engine 
before next summer. 

For the second time in five years, the 
tourist train has been saved from 
extinction in a last-minute. effort. 

And the train is running again - for 
the first time since the fall of 1979, 
Despite bad weather and a lack of 
publicity, the train hauled some passen- 
gers last Saturday and Sunday. It will 
continue to make . three runs a day on 
Saturdays and Sundays through the fall 
color season. 

The railroad has been for sale for 
more than a year, but no deals were 
finalized, and it looked as if the only 
interested buyers wanted it for scrap. 

But last week, with the death of the 
railroad imminent, two different groups 
of buyers approached the railroad with 
purchase offers. 

Nothing has been finalized, but a 
preliminary draft of a sale agreement 
has been drawn up, according to board 
member Pat Cassidy. 

Cassidy would not reveal who was 
interested in buying the railroad. Art

interim general manager of the railroad 
for the fall season. 

Single told The Press he has no 
financial interest in the railroad, other 
than being one of about 300 people who 
own a few shares of stock. 

Single said he has been a railroad 
buff since he was a child on Long Island, 
New York, when he walked down to the 
station to meet his father coming home 
from work on the train each day. 

He said he had done a year’s worth of 
research and background work to help a 
prospective buyer of the railroad, but 
“It looked like it was about to go down 
the drain because the board was about 
to sell it to the East Jordan Iron Works 
for scrap.”’ 

“Then two groups came out of the 
woodwork and offered to buy it at the

last minute. They may end up as 
co-owners, or one or the other may end 


up owning it. But in either case, it looks . 


like it is going to end up in good 
hands,”’ Single said. 

He said both groups of prospective 
owners hope to buy a steam locomotive 
for the tourist train - something the 
current BVRR board also wanted to do, 

Single said the new owners will 
provide badly needed capital to keep the 
train on sound financial footing. ‘‘Al- 
though J think the railroad has been well 
managed, it has had a series of 
misfortunes, including a crooked loco- 
motive broker who made off with some 
of their money.’’ 


Besides a steam engine, the railroad ' 


will need a building to store the engine 
and its passenger cars, since the old 
tailroad building on the lakefront is 
slated to be torn down. 


EJ school cuts depend 
on many factors

EAST JORDAN - School admini- 
strators have drawn up their recom- 
mendations to the school board for 
coping with the enrollment drop of 
about 80 students, but several factors 
are still up in the air. 

The enrollment figure will be estab- 
lished this week on the state’s required 
fouth Friday count. 

The enrollment drop has resulted in a 
loss of about $139,000 of state aid. 
Superintendent Tom Rossler is also 
concerned about a projected executive 
order and the possibility of a property 
tax relief bill which will also cut into the. 
school’s revenue. He believes the 
extent of those cuts will be known by 
Nov. 3. 

A millage request election was set by 
the school board for Tuesday, Nov. 3 at 
their last regular meeting. Meantime, 


15 teachers were given notice, although 
only two to 10 may have to give up their 
positions, depending on the vote and 
the projected cuts. 

The school must give a 30-day notice, 
Rossler pointed out. So the arrange- 
ments, subject to school board ap- 
proval, are to operate the district till 
Oct. 30 and then make the cuts, Rossier 
said. 

“If the millage vote is successful,’ 
Rossler explained; ‘‘we will reinstate 
the programs that the administration 
has recommended and the board will 
approve.” 

Some of the present programs will 
probably not be continued, however, 
Rossler said, because there may not be 
Pnough students to fill those classes. 

Two elementary teachers wit] be 
leaving regardless of any changes in the 
funding picture, because of the reduc- 
tion in enrollment.

The 
impact on the education of the children 
is severe.,.There’s just no easy way out 


of the problem.”’ 

The high school - middle school band, 
high school art, home economics, gym 
classes, and media center are on the list 
of classes to be dropped unless money 
can be found to keep them. 

The Oct. 30 cut-off date will mark the 
end of a school quarter. The admini- 
stration is working on giving credits to 
the students for the period. 

From Oct. 30 to Nov. 3, the schoo! will 
operate on the reduced program. What 
follows Nov. 3 depends on the state 
cuts, and the millage vote. 


Rossler said they have cut back three 3 


custodial hours at the school, and have 
reduced teacher aide time in the 
elementary school from 17 to 11 hours 
per day. 

The number of cafeteria employees 
will be reduced and further cuts in 
non-certified staff are being antici- 
pated, he said. 

‘All the employees of the district are 
teally working together to try to solve 
the problems of the district, Rossler 
said. ‘‘] appreciate their efforts."’ 

In connection with teacher-contract 
negotiations, Rossler noted a meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday, Oct. 12. 

“| hope the millage and the negotia- 
tions will be viewed as two separate 
questions,’’ Rossier said. 
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“"We don’t want to be a shoestring 
operation,’’ Single said. ‘‘We’re going 
to be a professionally run railroad that 
happens to have a steam engine and 
happens to be tourist-oriented.”’ 

Single said he hopes that the railroad 
will even be able to buy two steam 
engines, with one to be used as a 
back-up. 

People will come from al] over th 
country to ride a steam engine, he sai 
but if there is only one and it is down for 
repairs, the BVRR will get a bad 
reputation, he said. 

What he’d really like to do is get the 
same steam engine that last operated 
for the Boyne City Railroad in the 1960's 
back again. That engine, Number 18, 
was built in 1920 and is now being used 


on a tourist line in New York State. 

“They already. have two steam en- 
gines and I'v been led to believe that: we 
could get it back here,” he said. 

Single. noted that Dundee Cement 
Company deserved a note of. thanks 
from the railroad for leasing a diesel 
engine to the BVRR for ‘‘a very modest 
fee’’ for the current color season, 

He said the railroad is being run 
totally on volunteer labor this fall by 
himself, board members. and other rail 
enthusiasts. 

“The kids make it all worthwhile,’’ he 
said. ‘‘A train ride really brings joy toa 
child’s face.” 

Single is quite happy that the railroad 
could be saved because he thinks it 
makes Boyne City unique from other

small towns. ‘‘It would be such a shame 
to lose it. It’s quite a chunk of Michigan 
history,”’ he said, noting that the 
railroad started as a logging line is 
1893. 

‘Cassidy said he is not sure how ‘Gog it 
will take to finalize the purchase 
agreement with the prospective buyers 
of the railroad. It could be done within 
the week, he said. 

The prospective owners ‘‘will pur- 
chase the share of current shareholders 
who want to sell, but they want those 
who don’t want to sell to keep their 
shares. No one will be forced out.” 

In fact, Cassidy said, the fewer shares 
the new owners have to purchase, the 
more money will be freed up for capital 
investments like a steam engine.

your child or the lives of others in your 
family,’ the letter states. ‘‘Your inter- 
est and enthusiasm will go a long way 
‘toward insuring the success of this 
program.” 

Most fire officials agree that the 
majority of fires in this country are 
easily preventable. Most of last year’s 
11,600 deaths, 300,000 serious injuries, 
and $3.2 billion in property damage due 
to fire were unnecessary. 

But everyone knows fire only happens 
to the other guy. Only when it touches 
one’s own family or next-door neighbor 
does the possibility of fire become the 
threat of fire. And some people never 
change their blase attitude—until it’s 
too late. 

What can you do? Mark this week, 
Fire Prevention Week, by checking your 
home for fire hazards and immediately 


“ removing or correcting any that you 


find. 

Have your family practice a home fire 
drill, to be sure that each meniber 
would be able to escape from his own 
bedtoom if there were a fire at night. 
(Eighty percent of America's multiple- 
death fires happen at night.) 

Remember that the principal exit may 
be blocked by smoke or flames, so a 
secondary escape route is vital.
